U nderlying Causes 
O f the Race Riots 
EVERY RIGHT-MINDED CITIZEN de­ 
plores the race riot# th a t have occurred 
lately in various sections of the country. 
W hat is needed to stop their recurrence is 
tolerance, patience, a recognition of facts 
a n d a sense of Justice. 
It is to be hoped 
•uch will prevail. 
But the riot* have occurred so fre­ 
quently of late and have caused so much 
bloodshed and loss of life, th a t a search 
to to the causes is timely. 
Mast of th e 
fiats have been caused by trivial incidents 
resulting in explosions of em otional ex­ 
citem ent and plain hoodlumism. But there 
are deep underlying causes and it is well 
th a t these be explored and studied. 
It Is declared in some quarters th a t 
th e riots in D etroit and elsewhere have 
been fom ented by Axis agents. 
But there 
•rem s to be lack of clear evidence th a t 
•uch has been the case, although lf it Is, 
th e FBI and like agencies can be expected 
to ferret them out. 
From the deep South, where the negro 
problem is well understood, comes an ex­ 
planation th a t th e riots result from an 
attem p t of “professional 
reform ers 
and 
political opportunists” to make capital out 
of the race situation. 
This is the opinion 
of the Clarke County Democrat, published 
a t Grove Hill. Ala., which rightly deplores 
ta c h occurrences at a tim e of national 
•tress, strain and high tension. 
But the fact Is, it. says, “th a t they are 
dabbling in and helping to agitate and 
aggravate 
an 
already 
tense 
situation." 
Which “is all the more reason why south­ 
erners m ust keep'cool and not allow these 
•elfish factors and self-seeking individuals 
to disrupt the friendly and sym pathetic 
relations which we have so painstakingly 
built up. 
We, for one. look forward to the 
day when the political interm eddlers can 
be retired to the oblivion which they so 
richly deserve and we of the South—-leader* 
of both the white and colored m en—can 
take up w ithout outside interference the 
solution of the m any complex problems 
w ith which the races are confronted.” 
The Mobile Labor Journal, of Mobile. 
Ala., attributes the riots to the efforts of 
th e professional “do-wellers”. 
“Philoso­ 
phies imposed upon com munities in the 
holy nam e of the w ar effort are setting 
back the cause of m inority groups m any 
years,” it says. * “The professional ‘do­ 
it e Hers’ of this country would be well ad ­ 
vised if they let practical, responsible lead­ 
ership apply their practical methods to a 
Subject loaded w ith dynam ite.” 
“The Imposition of the doctrine of 
Social equality is a thing which the th in k ­ 
ing negro leader does not w a n t” it con­ 
tinues. 
“If he would advance the cause 
Of his people, he would and does apply 
himself to the economic field with the 
Idea in mind th a t he raise the economic 
Handing of his people within their own 
group 
The American Federation of Labor 
has long reeogrrtaed the right of men to 
earn equal pay for equal work —to obtain 
better housing facilities Irrespective of color 
or creed and generally that th* problem 
of minority groups Is one that needs fair 
and honest approach based upon experi­ 
ence. . . This government cannot by edict 
overnight change a condition of fact based 
upon human emotions. 
The exploiters of 
tnose who toil have deliberately, in tim es 
past. capitalized on the Illiterate and blind 
animosity of the white man toward the 
negro and vice versa. 
That spirit of 
animosity has been built up over genera­ 
tions. 
It cannot be changed over night. 
“Liberal and professlve southerners are 
trying- by 
the 
process of evolution—to 
bring about an honest evaluation of the 
colored workers* contribution to the pro­ 
gress of this section of the country and 
the nation as a whole. 
They fee! that 
that effort and contribution should be re­ 
warded The problem will never be solved 
on the basis of compulsion. Those who be­ 
lieve otherwise are needling the citizens 
af the South and In truth are hurting the 
:ause of the negro to a greater extent than 
•ll those who exploit the negro, or any 
minor group.” 
Representative Clare E. Hoffman, of 
Michigan, placed his finger upon one source 
>f the trouble in addressing his colleagues 
in the House the other day. 
"We have this race rioting now.” he 
declared, “because of the encouragement 
given by those who are stirring up race 
feeling and who have been stirring up race 
feeling for. lo, these many m onths given, 
C say. by people high in the favor of this 
^m inistration. 
The president’s wife her- 
iclf could do a great deal to end this racial 
feeling which is sweeping 
the 
country, 
which is causing these race riots, which has 
lauded the death of twenty-three men In 
Detroit within the last forty-eight hours; 
(he could do a great deal to Hop that lf 
she would go home and attend to her 


housework, quit her silly, foolish talk, and 
end activities which, whatever may be 
her Intent, give encouragem ent to others 
who bring about these riots. 
“N otw ithstanding the shortage of tran s­ 
portation. the First Lady, though she has 
a beautiful, com fortable home in Hyde 
Park, one in the Executive Mansion here 
in W ashington, goes up and down the 
countryside contributing 
nothing at all 
hi the war effort by setting an example 
of needless, useless travel which can have 
no good effect upon the average citizen, 
“Typical of m any com m unications re­ 
ceived by me is the one which came In on 
Monday, the tw enty-first, from a resident 
of the district, and which reads, in part, 
as follows: 
“ ‘Ju st why can this woman chase ail 
over and the taxpayers have to stay a t 
home? My wife is ill. and I wanted to 
send her to Florida. 
Could afford It, but 
I couldn’t get reservations. 
In fact, was 
denied the right to send her last early 
spring. 
She is worth a dozen like the 
wife of the president.* 
“Hundreds of thousands of our people 
have som ewhat sim ilar thoughts. 
They 
would like to see the Hopkinses, th e presi­ 
dent’s wife, and some others who are hot 
for war get down and contribute som ething 
aside from words, toward the w ar effort. 
“Let me say again to the gentlem an 
from New York TMr. Ceiler] th at, brought 
up as I was, associating as I did from my 
early boyhood days with negroes, hunting 
and fishing and engaging in hlgh-school 
sports w ith them . I learned to respect the 
negroes and never have I last th a t respect. 
but today I have no use for the man or the 
woman who teaches the negro communism, 
who attem pts to use him for political pur­ 
poses. who. under the guise of helping him. 
creates a race feeling, brings about rioting 
In which always the negro gets th e worst 
of it ” 
Representative Hoffman'*, rem arks are 
to the point. 
It Is to be hoped they wil# 
be heeded where they should be heeded.

between references 
to the Germans as Nazis and to 
their partners as Italians rather 
than as Fascists. 
Nazism is believed to be still 
pretty solid among the people of 
th# Reich, but Fascism 
from all 
accounts, has pretty well evaporated 
out of the adjoining country's a t­ 
mosphere. 
However, it is generally accepted 
that Herr Hitler now recognizes 
that he has a far larger contract 
on his hands than he did when he 
took the warpath, and that it is 
natural in him to be exceedingly 
wishful for a few years' blea Dung 
spell lf he can make reasonably 
satisfactory terms, from his own 
and Germany's standpoint. 


Hitler Wants Compromise 


A compromise, of course, is what 
he is angling for—not “uncondi­ 
tional surrender ” If he could get 
one, while holding to a percentage 
of the gain# he has made hitherto, 
he would, to be sure, have scored 
a partial victory, and could afford 
to let further plunderings wait until 
later. 
Well. he obviously cannot get any 
sort of a compromise from the Yan­ 
kees or the British, either separate­ 
ly or Jointly. 
Apparently, he thought he might 
conclude a bargain with Russia, 
though, for rumor has it th at he 
concentrated originally 
upon 
the 
Soviets, but only to be turned down 
as 
unceremoniously 
by 
Comrade 
Josef Sslin as by President Roose­ 
velt and British Prune Minister 
Winston Churchill. 


Militarists Have Upper Hand 


It is true th at unconfirmed whis­ 
perings are heard to the effect that 
Adolf has lost most of his authority 
with ills own government, his mili­ 
tary chieftains having virtually de- 
pased him and taken direct charge 
of operations, with him only as 
nominal 
fuehrer. SUH, 
even 
so, 
there are no signs that this mili­ 
tarists’ group is yet inclined 
to 
acquiesce in anything stronger than 
a “negotiated peace’’—a good deal 
short of “unconditional surrender.” 
Italy, 
unquesUonably, 
Is 
quit* 
different. 
There is plenty of evidence th at 
Fascism there began petering out 
from the very day th at Duce Mus­ 
solini lined the peninsula up with 
Fuehrer 
Hitler. 
The 
ex-Fascists 
have been growing clammier and 
clammier toward the Nazis ever 
since then, untU today they clearly 
are outright 
hostile 
toward 
the 
latter. 


Italians Lukewarm 


Maybe it would have been other­ 
wise, had the Axis continued to 
score a lot of early victories, but 
at present the Italians clearly rat# 
as around ninety-flve-and-a-frac- 
tlon percent pro-Ally. 
It is unmistakable that Benito is 
blamed for hi# policy. By the folk 
who hate Adolf, lie probably is h al­ 
ed worse than Benito is hated by 
those who hate HIM. but those who 
DESPISE Benito despise him more 
heartily Hum Adolf is despised by 
HIS contingent. 
Nevertheless, 
there Is middling 
good testimony to the effect that 
Crown Prince Umberto of Italy, ac­ 
companied by several of his most 
Influential Roman associates, ar­ 
rived in Algiers the other day, 
offering Italian peace terms to the 
Allied command there. 
It is not. fully verified, but it 
sounds convincing.

The ingenious plan whereby the 
president jvas to issue his state­ 
ment about forced labor and at the 
same time veto the Smith-Connally 
bill has run into some practical 
difficulties. It was assumed by the 
president s advisers that his state­ 
ment of Wednesday would suffice.

Not many block# away the War 
I*i bor 
Board 
wa# answering Mr. 
Ickes s question in a casa Involv­ 
ing an employer

Gypsum Company. That company 
was being ordered to sign a con­ 


tract with a union providing for a 
maintenance of membership of the 
CIO union and for check-off in 
union dues. 
“I do not think.” said Wayne L. 
Morse, public member of the I^abor 
Board, “that it make# any differ­ 
ence to the United States govern­ 
ment whether the United States 
Gypsum Company remains in busi­ 
ness if it persist# in challenging the 
authority of the government and 
if it becomes necessary to put it 
out of business to protect the no­ 
strike policy.” 
Brave words, these, but they do 
not seem to have been applied to 
the putting out of business of a 
national labor union led by John 
L. Lewis. Indeed, on the contrary, 
Die mines were taken over, and

and hand the big sums over to the 
treasury of the miners' union thus

Roosevelt, 
for reasons of his own. has not 
wanted to sign or let the measure 
become law. 
So theres a failure to mine coal 
—a serious stoppage of some steel 
furnaces—and a condition of con­ 
fusion in many coal mining areas 
with respect to working arrange­ 
ments. Steel is being lost to the 
war effort. Coal is being lost to the 
war effort. But Mr. Roosevelt fid­ 
dles on, still hoping that some sort 
of solution will come along the road 
of opportunism and save the day. 
T h ats the kind of executive "lead­ 
ership'' America has today on the 
home front.

Mine Wage Denial 


Is Inflation Check

In the alarming turn# the coal 
strike has taken, tile explosions that 
have accompanied It. many have 
forgotten what the fight was ail 
about. Because they have forgotten 
Dial they fail to see a highly im­ 
portant and hopeful aspect of the 
outcome. It was a 
key battle in the 
fight against In­ 
flation—and the 
battle was won. 
The fight was 
about a demand 
by Mr 
John L. 
Lewis for an In­ 
crease in miners' 
wages — and the 
increase has been 
refused 
by 
th e 
W ar Labor Board. 
It was about maintaining a ceiling 
over all wages which the W ar La­ 
bor Board had set up a year ago— 
and the ceiling ha# been m aintain­ 
ed. It wa# about backing up Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt's “Hold the Line” 
stand 
against 
inflation—and 
the 
line has 6een held. 
Mr. Lewis's wage demands were 
mainly two—a flat increase of $2 a 
day, and in adidtion "portal to por­ 
tal” pay, that Is, pay for the time 
spent by miners going from the 
mout of the mine to the coal vein. 
(There were some minor demands, 
also >. 


fla t Denial 


To the demand for a $2 a day In­ 
crease, the War Labor Board a 
month ago said a flat no. The board 
said it had set up a year ago a 
standard of wage increases in all 
industries—the “Little Steel” for­ 
mula. This formula says that work­ 
ers should receive advances of fif­ 
teen per cent above whatever had 
been the wage level on January I, 
1941, and no more. Tile board said 
that the wages already received by 
the miners were slightly above this 
standard—hence the miners could 
not be given the $2 a day Increase 
Mr. Lewis demanded. 
Next the board last week took up 
Mr, 
Lewis’s 
other 
demand—for 
“portal to portal” pay. This too the 
board denied. They said it was in 
effect a demand for a straight wage 
increase by another name. And the 
board said: 


“Having found that the facts 
do not justify a general wage 
increase . . . the board does not 
propose to circumvent . . . by 
granting a general wage in­ 
crease indirectly or by subter­ 
fuge under the guise of portal- 
to-portal pay . . .” 


Expectation Countered 


The iAbor board's firmness has 
the greater effect because it goes 
counter to the cynical expectation 
of Washington. Most of Washington 
thought that Mr. Lewis would get 
his increase—and get It by the 
method the board refused to prac­ 
tice. by subterfuge. Most of W ash­ 
ington felt Mr. Lewis had made 
two demands in the expectation of 
getting one, and that the one he 
would get would be the subterfuge 
one. the “portal-to-portal pay.” Til* 
cynicism was based on a past sur­ 
render of the administration to Mr. 
Lewis, when he demanded a closed 
shop and the Administration award­ 
ed it to him, after saying it never 
would. 
This time the administration stood 
firm, 
and 
IU 
firmness 
greatly 
strengthen# the President’s “Hold 
the Line’’ stand against inflation. It 
means that on one of two im portant 
fronts of the campaign against in­ 
flation, the labor front, the line is 
firm.

W ireworms are a m enace to the 
lawn, flower garden. Victory vege­ 
table garden and especially to corn 
plantings. 
They are often found in 
abundance in light sol Lh. 
Plants a t­ 
tacked 
by wireworms soon 
begin 
to look sickly and w hen they are dUR 
up it will be found th at the worms 
have eaten practically all th e roots 
The illustration of a wireworm 
feeding on the tender roots of a 
plant in th# accompanying G arden- 
G raps shows the worm about twice 
the size it actually Is in real life 
The wireworm usually is about one 
and one-haif inches long, slim and 
either orange-brow n or yellow in 
color. 
As these worms live to the 
ripe old age of five or six years they 
provide a perennial problem for the 
gardener. 
T h wireworm is the larva of the 
click beetle, also Illustrated in the 
accom panying G arden-G raph 
The 
picture shows the beetle about four 
tim es its actual size, 
Many people 
call th is pest the snapping beet!# 
and still snot lier nam e for them is 
“skipjack* ” 
One effective way of ridding the 
Victory garden of wireworms is to 
trap them by appealing to their 
greediness 
Place one-inch square 
pieces cf carrot two inches deep 
In the soil and a foot apart. 
Have 
the piece* of carrot, spitted 
with 


a .•'mall stick so they can easily be 
pulled up. 
The wireworms which 
will be found clinging to the pieces 
of carrot can then be dropped into 
a can and afterw ards destroyed
